Continuation of 3. NOTE: The newly added limitation "transmitting of the first packets being synchronized through an exchange of time 
synchronization messages over separate Transmission Control Protocol (TCP) connections" in claim 4( as well as similar limitations now 
found in claims 12, 16 and 19) would require further search and consideration.. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicants argue "In contrast, Farber teaches a BASE directive, which specifies the resource at the reflector and allows the HTML 
resource to identify a different base server... The BASE directive differs from the HTML Base tag because the HTML Base tag is used to 
point to the local domain of a personal content director (PCD)." 

Examiner's response - Claim 1 does not claim subject matter related to a "HTML Base tag used to point to the local domain of the 
personal content director". Claim 1 only states that a BASE URI is substituted for a HTML Base tag. Claim 1 does not state how the 
Base Tag is used. Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the 
claims. In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Applicants' arguments are not persuasive. 
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
